hav e attained. 
If we w ere a backw ard and station- 
ary country we would not hav e io 
fi*ce these problem s at all; but I think 
th at m ost of us are agreed th at to he 
backw ard and stationary would be al­ 
togeth er too heav y a price to pay for 
the a/oidance of th e 
problem s in 
question. T here are no labor troubles 
w hore th ere is no work to he done by 
labor. 
T here are no troubles about 
corporations w here the pov erty of the 
com m unity is such 
th a t it is not 
w orth while to 
form 
corporations. 
is no difficulty in regulating 


eith er the mean v ice of w orshiping 
m ere w ealth, and the m an of m ere 
w ealth, for the w ealth’s sake, or the 
equally mean v ice of v iew ing with 
rancorous env y and hatred the m en 
oi w ealth m erely because they are 
men of w ealth. 
Env y is, of course, 
m erely a kind of crooked adm iration;

Needs of Regulation. 
U ndoubtedly there is need of regu­ 
lation by the gov ernm ent, in the in­

IN AN ATTITUDE OF PRAYER. 


Believ ed Death Resulted From Alco­ 
holism—Inquest at 4 O’clock 
This Afternoon. 


In an attitude of prayer, with his 
knees on the bare stone floor of his 
cell, his elbows resting on an iron 
bunk and his head supported betw een 
the palm s of his hands, R obert Bailey, 
a well-known barber, was found dead 
this forenoon in the city jail. 
The sudden death was due to al­ 
coholism. it is claim ed, and in order 
to inv estigate the cause of death Dr. 
Guy T Itsw orth held an inquest at the 
court house a t 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
Policem an Thom as Bailey was call­ 
ed, at an early hour this m orning, to 
the home of Mrs. J. E. See, who re­ 
sides a t the corner of T w entieth and 
M issouri streets, to take charge of 
Bailey, who was suffering from the 
excessiv e use of liquor, and who was 
on the v erge of an attack of delerium

One of These Daye Electricity Will 
Displace the Ice Box. 


Not yet can the busy housewife turn 
on the cold in her refrigerator by 
twisting the same switch which con­ 
trols the electric lights, hut that is 
only because inventors have so far 
failed to put on the mark et an elec­ 
tric 
refrigerating 
plant 
of small 
enough capacity, says the Technical 
World. 
The principle is well estab­ 
lished, and it has been demonstrated 
that a one-horse power plant can be 
operated at a cost nearly 50 per cent 
less than the price of the 800 pounds 
of ice daily, which is its equivalent in 
refrigerating power. 
Everybody k nows that the ice box 
now in general use is a nuisance, and, 
under many circumstances, a positive 
menace to health. 
If it Is to be k ept 
in a sanitary condition it requires con­ 
stant and careful attention. This an­ 
nouncement is therefore of universal 
importance that electrical engineers 
have already 
demonstrated the fact 
that in any town where the cost of 
electric current is not more than five 
cents 
per k ilowat hour electricity 
will do the 
work 
of ice far more 
cheaply, and that with no more atten­ 
tion than is required by the incandes­ 
cent lights. 
The man who first patents and puts 
on the mark et a plant wihch can be 
connected with the ordinary current 
which enters the house for electric 
lighting and which will produce refrig­ 
eration equal to 100 pounds of ice per 
day will surely reap a financial reward 
greater than 
that of the 
inventor 
who perfected the telephone.

This leads me to a m atter of o ur 
fitreign relations, which directly con­ 
cerns the cotton planter. 
At present 
our market for cotton is largely in 
('hiua. 
The b oycott for tmr goods in 
rhin a (luring the past yc^ar was es- 
p(‘cially injurious to the cotton manii- 
facttirers. 
This gov ernment is « loing, 
and will continue to do, all it can to 
put a stop to the b oycott. 
China Must Beware. 
But therr Is on(‘ nioasun to b e taken 
toward this end in which I shall need 
th< 
a.-slsfance of the congress. 
We 
nstist insi.^t firmly on our rights; and 
('hiiia m ust b eware of persisting In a 
cotirsi' of conduct to w'hich w*e can not 
honorab ly .sub mit. But w*e in onr turn 
mu.'^i recognize our dutits exactly as 
V i insist upon otir rights. 
We can not go into the international 
eourt of equity unless w*e go in w'ith 
clean hands. 
We 
can 
not expect 
( nina to do us justice unless we do 
China justici*. 
The 
chief cause in 
l» ringing abo ut the 
b oycott of our 
g(M)d.- in China was undoub tedly our 
afiitudi* toward the Chinese who come 
to this country. 
This attitude of ours 
does not justify the 
action of the 
('hinesi in tlu‘ hoycott, and t'specially 
.onn of tie forms which that action 
has taken. 
Hut the fact remains that 
in tlu past w*e hav e come short of our 
duty toward the people of China. 
It is our clear duty, in the interest 
of our own wage-workers, to forb id 
all Chinese of Die ci^olie class—that 
is, lab orers, skilled 
or unskilled— 
from coming here. 
The greatest of 
all duties is national self-preserv a­ 
tion, and the most important step In 
national self-preserv ation is to pre­ 
serv e in ev ery w*ay the well-b eing of 
wage-w'orker. 
I am conv inced that the w’ell-b eing 
of our wage-workers demands the ex­ 
clusion of the Chinese coolies, and it 
is therefore our duty to exclude them, 
just as it w'oiild b e the duty of China 
to exclude American lab oring men if 
they b ecame in any way a menace to 
China b y entering into her country. 
The right is reciprocal, and in our last 
treaty with China it 
was explicitly 
recognized as inhering in b oth nations- 
As Little H arshness as Possib le. 
Bui we should not only operate the 
law with as little harshness as possi­ 
b le, b ut we should show* ev ery ccnirte- 
sy and consideration and ev ery en- 
ctm ragenuiit to all Chinese who are 
not of the lab oring class to come to 
this cotintry. 
Ev ery Chinese trav eler 
or student, b tisiness man or profes­ 
sional man, should b e giv en the same 
right of entry to, and the same cour­ 
teous trt'atiiKUit in, this country as are 
accorded to the student or trav eler, 
ih(‘ b usiness man or professional man 
of any other cotintry. 
Our law's and 
treaties should b e so framed as to 
guarantee to all Chinamen, sav e of the 
exc( pted coolie class, the same right 
of entry to this country and the same 
treatm ent while here as is guaranteed 
to citi'ziuis of any other nation.
